It was learned on good author- 
ity that the mOLlve consists, to quote an , 
official, In wanting to "show the other 
fellows what we can do," and is on a 
line with calling out the militia, a purely | 
precautionary -measure dictated by the 
necessity of bringing up the home mill- ' 
tary Cores to its 
normal strength, or . 
rather a strength proportionate with the ' 
necessities of a nation engaged 'In a for- 
elfjn war. Still it Is doubtful whether the 
second corps will be actually called out. ' 
That development depends on two clr- j 
cumstances; first, the attitude of Euro- j 
pear, nations, as evidenced by this first j 
serious British reverse: second, upon tho i 
judgment of General Bul'l'er, who, find- , 
Ing the conditions riot so favorable as ex- , 
pected, may demand the troops.

It does not follow that the entire army | 
corps, even if called out, will be sent to ; 
General Bul'ier. It is more probable that j 
i: will be kept home to supply the places

Board was assigned the fluty to exair.lr.e, 
survey ancf plan the work of improve- 
ment as provided by the Act of Congress 
passed March 3, 1873—the Board being ap- 
pointed on Mrureh 24th, 1873—21 days after 
the passage of the Act making the first 
appropriation.'

this Harbor

Lincoln, president, and Mr. >Wlclees, vice- 
president of the Pullman Palace . Car 
Company will ment today in this city Tor 
the purpose of arranging1'for 'the turning 
over of the New Haven's sleeping and 
parlor car service 
to iho consolidated. 
Pullman-Wagner Company. 
Up to the 
present time the 'New Haven Company 
has operated Its own service, using about 
llfl cars and making a handsome profit, 
amounting to about $235,000 during tho 
last year. Years ago it used to manufac- 
ture its own parlor and sleeping cars, but 
oil late years it has bought them from the 
Pullman Company. 
In connection, with the New Haven's 
plan to turn over its sleeping car busi- 
ness to the 
consolidated sleeping 
car 
company, several very Important facts 
became known. One of them was that 
on the 
Saturday before 
the Pullman- 
Wagner doai was signed the New Haven 
Railroad 
directors passed 
resolutions, 


copies of -which were sent to both the 
.Pullman ar.d Wagner 
companies, 
in 
which it was agreed that the New Haven 
•Company would sell out !-ts sleeping, din- 
ing and parlor car business to the con- 
solidated company. 
It has now developed that other com- 


panies also 
previously agreed 
.to' turn 
their parlor c&r business over to tlie Pull- 
man-Wagner 
Company. Railroad men 
draw the inference that It was a prior 
condition of the deal that the Pu'llman 
and Wagner Companies should each use 
its influence to get control of as many 
railroads in the country as possible with 
a view to building up a, .monopoly and 
rendering it less possible tor an opposi- 
tion . palace car company to enter 
the 
field. 


MORGAN'S FINE WORK. 


It Is also noteworthy that J. Piorpont 
Morgan was largely instrumental In per- 
suading the "outside" companies to make 
use of th-e sleeping cars of the combina- 
tion. Not long after the deal it became 
known tha.t while the Pullman Company 
had absorbed 'the Wagner Company, Mr. 
Morgan, Mr. Vanderblit and their friends 
had in turn obtained control of the Pull- 
man Company,. and had at the-last mo- 
ment prior to making it public, used their 
Jnfiuen.ce in persuading 
so-called Inde- 
pendent companies.to use the-equipment 
of the Pullman-Wagner Company. Among 
the other, companies'that are expected to 
come in are said to be the Boston and 
Maine and Chicago, Milwaukee. and St. 
Pau'i Railroads. 
Another important Incident in connec- 


tion with the 
a.greement of 
th-e New 
Haven road to use the Pullman-Wagner 
cars was the "turning down" of Presi- 
dent Clark, who a few "months ago had 
strenuously refused to give up running 
the- company's own sleeping1 and dining 
cars and allow the Pullman Company to 
take charge of the service. 
When the mat tier came up on the second 
Saturday In October, on the resolution to 
sell out, Mr. CLark was unable to muster 
votes enough to defeat the scheme, and 
Mr. Morgan's proposition carried the day. 
Mr. Morgan 
was backed 
by 
William 
Rockefeller, who. was1 recently elected a 
director of the' New York Central. 


ROCKEFELLER ON TOP. 


.Along the line of the New Haven road 
Mr. CPark's defeat is regarded as an in- 
dication that Messrs. Morgan and Rocke- 
feller are supreme in management of the 
company, and Mr. Clark's associate, Mr. 
HaK, will not become president when Mr. 
Clark retires. 
It was stated yesterday on trustworthy 
authority that William H. Baldwin Jr., 
president of 
the Long Island Railroad, 


had been offered <the presidency of the 
New Haven road, and that he was likely 
•to accept. Mr. Baldwin went to tiie Long 
Island road at the instance of Mr. Rocke- 
feWer. He used to be vice-president of 
th'e.Southern Railway, which Mr. Morgan 
controls. He is therefore 
regarded 
as 
representing both of these financiers. 
There has been much curiosity as to 
which corps of officials of the Palace Car 
companies would be dispensed with. It 
was learned yesterday that some of the 
leading officials .-of the companies would 
be retained, but that the gonero-l office 
force of clerks of the Wagner'-Company 
would be let out.
